Friends of Bill Hope That 
Councilman O’Brien Will 
Come to Rescue. 





The fate of the bitl creating a pub- 
lic utilities commission will be decided 


at Tuesday night's meetng of the Coun- 
cil. 

To send the bill to the Mayor it is 
necessary that the Council reverse its 
action at last Tuesday night's meeting, 
when it falled to concur in the House 
amendments to the bill. 

In other words, to send the bill to 
the Mayor for his signature, the Coun- 
cil must Tuesday night reconsider its 
vole of last Tuesday night, and then 
vote to concur in the House amend- 
ments. 

Each of these steps will require seven 
favorable votes, that is a majority of 
the legal membership of the Council. 
Friends of the bill think the seven 
favorable votes will be available, but 
there is a stumbling block which may 
prevent them being cast. 

Depends on Forman. 

That is doubt as to whether the 
president of the Council, Hamilton A. 
Forman, will entertain the motion to 
reconsider. Mr. Forman is favorable 
to the bill, and the doubt as to his ac- 
tion is not based on his personal atti- 
tude, but on the rules of the Council. 

Rule 64 of the Council provides that 
“any member of the Council voting with 
the prevailing side shall have the right 
to move a reconsidefation on the same 
day or at the next day of the session, 
but not thereafter.” 

The prevailing side at the last meeting 
was the negative. Six councilmen—Fitz- 
simmons, Ewing, Hauschulte, Cramer, 
Moeliman and President Forman—voted 
to concur in the House amendments, but 
as seven votes were required, the nega- 
tive side prevailed, although casting 
onlye three votes. Councilman Norvell, 
Crunden and O’Brien cast these three 
votes. Councilmen Thomson and Lam- 
bert were absent. 

Under rule 64, apparently only Nor- 
vell, Crunden and O’Brien have the 
right to mové a reconsideration. Norvell 
and Crunden say positively they will not 
do so. Crundren says he will do noth- 
ing for the bilk with the amendments 
that are now tagged to it, as it would 
be turning the citygover to the friends 
6f the Housé of Delegates. Norvell 
holds somewhat similar views. 


O'Brien's Position . Unknown, 
Friends of the bill have hope that 


Councilman O’Brien will come to the 
rescue and move the reconsideration. 
But O'Brien has not said that he will, 
Neither has he said that he won't. He 
has been engaged in business in St. 
Louis County throughout the past week, 
and persons who have endeavored to as- 
ecrtain his positien in the matter. have 
been unable to even talk to him. 

‘Uncertainty as to O'Brien's position 


has caused friends of the bill to inquire |. 


whether one of the two absentees at the 
last meeting—Lambert “or Thomson— 
may not move the reconsideration. 

* Lambert was out of the city. 
he does not know how he will vote un- 
til he hears the arguments Tuesday 
night. 

Thomson, however, has told the Post- 
Dispatch that he will move to recon- 
sider, and that if President Forman en- 
tertains the motion he wil' vote for re- 
consideration and for concurrence in 
the House amendments. 


Chance to Paas Bill, 

Frtends of the bili believe that if 
O’Brien makes the necessary motion, or 
if Forman permits Thomson te do so, 
the six councilmen who stood together 
at the last meeting will again stand to- 
gether and the bill, as amended, will be 


Mr. Forman told the Post-Dispatch 
at noon Tuesday he ts undecided as to 
the right of Thomson to make the mo- 
tion. 

“Thomgon should have been at the 
last meeting and should have voted for 
the bill." Forman said, “‘He was in the 
city and it seems very strange to me 
that he forgot about the meeting. 

“I am tn’favor of the bill and am 
willing to stretch a point to see it 


‘passed. But I do not want to enter- 


tain such a motion if it would affect 
‘the legality or regularity of the bill.

THREE ARRESTS 
IN GOULD SUIT 
PERJURY CASE 


Two Women and One Man 
Accused of Plotting to Man- 
ufacture Testimony. 


ACTRESS TO BE NAMED 





Seamstress Says She Was 
Promised $1000 to Sign 
False Affidavit. 





DETECTIVE HAD PAPER 





Prisoners Say It Is All a Mis- 
take atid Promise to Ex- 
plain Matters. 


NEW YORK, July 21.—A story which, 
the police believe, will, on investiga- 
tion, reveal a wide-spread plot against 
Frank Jay Gould, the millionaire, al- 
ready has resulted in three arrests. 


Those taken iyto custody are Mrs. Ben }- 


Teal, the wife of a well-known stage 
manager; Harry S. Mosley, a private 
detective, and Miss Julia Fleming, a 
seamstress. The examination of the 
prisoners today was a perfunctory one, 
the authorities desiring further time. 

They are cenarged with being con- 
cerned in a plot to furnish perjured evi- 
dence against Frank J. Gould in his 
wife's suit for divorce. Miss Mabel Mc- 
Ca¥.slin asserts that she was promised 
$1100 to make an affidavit that she had 
seen Gould in the apartments of Miss 
Bessie Devoe, a handsome chorus girl. 

Miss McCauslin says the statement 
prepared for her and which she signed 
is false in every particular. There is no 
evidence that Mr. Gould has ever seen 
Miss Devoe and her connection with the 
affair, so far as is now known, is that 
of an innocent victim. 

Hysterical When. 

The prisoners were arrested last night | 
in Mrs. Teal’s apartments. Mousley and 
Miss Fleming were then taken to Police 
Headquarters, but Mrs. Teal was per- 
mitted to remain in her rooms under po- 
lice surveillance, as she became hys- 
terical when told that she was under ar- 
rest, This morning Mrs. Teal, accom- 
panied by her-maid, Martin Catulove, 
her attorney and by Police Lieutenant 
Beery, went to the Criminal Courts 
Building to see Assistant District At- 
torney Hart. 

Attorney Catulove and Mr. Teal de- 
clared Mrs. Teal is the yictim of un- 
fertunate circumstances. 

‘There is nothing to it and we are 
sure it will come out all right,’’ said 
Teal. “Neither Afis. Teal nor I know 
either of the Goulds, so you see friend- 
ship could not have been a motive, and 
it certainly was not money. We are 
both good friends of Bessie Devoe. 

“Miss MacCauslin came from 8t. Paul, 
Minn., with a letter of reference to Mrs. 
Teal from Mrs. Teal’s sister. My wife 
gave her work as a seamstress, and 
later, only a week ago, the girl came 
to me and asked me to place her as a 
chorus girl.’”’ 

“It’s all a mistake,”’ said Lawyer Cat- 
ulove, ‘‘which will be explained before 
the Magistrate. ‘‘The only business Mr. 
Teal has had with Mosley was when 
he called some time ago in reference 
to the subletting of Mrs. Teal’s apart- 
ment in the Glenmore to Miss Devoe. 
at that time Miss McCausland sought 
employment from Mrs. Teal, and while 
she was there Miss Devoe's name came 
up in conversation.” 

No explanation was given of the gath- 
ering where the arrest was made or of 
the fact that Mosley had, when taken 
into custody, a statement made by Miss 
McCausland that she had _. peered 


through a keyhole into Miss Devoe’s, 


rooms, 
Girls Tearful Confession. 


Miss MacCauslin is a pretty girl about 
2 years old; Miss Fleming is a seam- 
stress who lives at the Hotel Lincoln, 
and Mousley is a private detective, 
member of the firm of Mousley & Hart, 
and lives with his family in Brooklyn. 

Miss MacCauslin first apprised Nicoll, 
Anable & Lindsay, Mr. Gould’s attor- 
neys, of the alleged plot last Saturday. 
In the District Attorney’s office she 
later tearfully made a full confession of 
the part she had taken in the scheme 
and directly indicated Julia Fleming, 
Mousley and Mrs. ‘Teal in the scheme to 
furnish evidence in the divorce suit. 

The substance of Miss MacCauslin’'s 
statement is that the matter was first 
broached to her about ten days ago by 
Miss Fleming, who represented herself 
as coming from Mrs. Teal. Miss Mac- 
Causlin says she was promised $1000 if 
she would make a statement compro- 
mising Mr. Gould. 

Was to Tell of 

Mrs. Teal knew both Miss MacCauslin 
and Miss Fleming and, #0 it is charged, 
it was because of the fact that they 
Wére poor and struggling young girls 
that the glittering offer of a large sum 
of money as a first payment was pre- 
sented to Miss MacCauslin. 

Mrs. Teal, the girl sets forth, had 
lived before moving to the Hotel Wyom- 
ing in the Hote] Glenmore. which is lo- 
cated opposite the Wyoming.

Ries was 48 years old. He died June

performed a week after the death at the 
request of Benjamin Ries, a_ brother, 
revealed enough arsenic in the stomach 
to have killed a dozen men. An in- 
vestigation was begun, and reopening of 
the inquest was delayed until it had 
beeu completed, 


Tells of Life Insurance. 


Mrs. Cora Ries, the widow, a thin, 
blonde woman, apparently 36 years old, 
testified that her husband told her, when 
he became ill, that he had eaten sauer- 
kraut and had'then drunk buttermilk. 
He thought this was the cause of the 
violent nausea which overcame him. 

“Did you get any life insurance after 
your husband’s death?’’ Deputy Coroner 
Lloyd asked. 

“Yes.”’ 

“How much.’”’ 

“There was a policy for $1000.” 

Dr. Lioyd also questioned Mrs. Ries 
as to whether she had access to the 
poison cabinet in the office of Dr. Oscar 
L. Howard of 4215 Natural Bridge road, 
one of the physicians who treated her 
husband. She said she did not, and Dr. 
Howard subsequently corroborated this. 

Mrs. Ries has-four cHildren, the old- 
est 15. 

Doesn't Know Cause, He Says. 

Dr. Howard testified that Mrs. Ries 


came to him when her husband became 
ill, manifesting deep distress, and he 
diagnosed the trouble as ptomaine potl- 
aoning. Subsequently he concluded it 
was smallpox, he said. Mrs. Ries testi- 
fied that he also diagnosed the trouble 
as measies and typhoid fever. 

Dr. Howard did not know what caused 
the death, he testified. He prescribed 
1-60-grain arsenic tablets, and gave 2 
in all, he said. This was less arsenic 
than was found in the stomach after 
death, however. 

Dr. Henry L. Whitener of 2008 East 
Grand avenue, also called into the Ries 
home, will be a witness when the in- 
quest is resumed at 9 a. m. Wednesday. 
Dr. Howard also will be recalled.

BENZOATE OF SODA FOUND 
IN FOOD DECLARED HARMFUL 


Experiments by Government Ex- 
perts Shows Injurious Effect 


of Preservative. 

WASHINGTON, July %1.—In a bulle- 
tin just issued by the Bureau of Chem- 
istry is announced the results of Dr. 
Wiley’s experiments with the “poison 
squad” in benzoic acid and benzoate of 
soda. 

“There is only one conclusion to be 
drawn from the data which has been 
presented,”’ says the report, “and that 
is in the interests of health, both benzoic 
acid and benzoat of soda should be ex- 
cluded from food products.’’ 

Further, it is asserted, ‘‘the result of 
these experiments have shown that there 
is not a single article of food preserved 
by benzoic acid or benzoate of soda 
which Cannot be preserved and offered 
to the consumer in perfect condition 
without the aid of any chemical pre- 
eervative.”’ 

The squad was given doses of pre- 
servative for 2 days, in quantities vary- 
ing from one gram per day to 2.5 ‘grains. 

Twelve subjects were variously affect- 
ed. Several were taken sick; all lost 
weight, most of them suffered a reduc- 
tion in blood corpuscles and nausea was 
a frequent occurrence, particularly dur- 
ing the period when the 25 grams per 
day treatment was in force.

of America, is taking the Pasteur treat- | 
ment to avoid a possible attack of hy- 
drophobia. 

Mr. Tjader was not bitten by a rabid 
dog, but his right hand, on which there 
was a slight abrasion, was licked by a 
watch dog which, two days later, sud- 
denly attacked his master, displaying 
ali the usual symptoms of rabies. Mr. 
Tjader killed the dog and sent its head 
Pasteur Institute for examina- 





tion. 

The examination disclosed conclusive- 
ly the fact that the dog had hydro- 
phobia. The Pasteur physicians and Mr. 
Tjader’s own doctor advised him to un- 
dergo the Pasteur treatment without 
delay. They recalled the dreadful death 
of William H. Marsh, the Flatbush 
man, who had a tiny abrasion on one 
of his fingers. A pet dog licked his 
hand. Later the dog developed rabies. 
Mr. Marsh delayed taking the Pasteur 
treatment until too late. 

The case of Mr. Marsh. was only the 
second in history of medicine result- 
ing in death from hydrophobia when 
the victim was not bitten.

Attitude of the Plunderbund 
Shows Gouging 
Possibilities.

Councilman Hauschurte, chairman of 


the Ways and Mrans Committee of the 
Council, says he will report without 


recommendation Tuesday afternoon the 
award of the German printing contract 
made to the Abend Angeiger by City 


Register Regan. The Council then will 
decide whether the Anzeiger’s bid of 
7 cents a line for advertising published 
by the Star and Chronicle for 2.85 cents 
a line should be accepted. 

As the report of a special committee, 
which investigated the combine of Ger- 
man newspapers and characterized the 
Anzeiger’s bid as ‘‘grossly extortionate,”’ 
was adopted by a unanimous vote of 
the Council, it is generally regarded 
certain that the award will be repudi- 
ated. 

Councilmen Crunden, Norvell § and 
Lambert have stated that they will 
not support a contract at a price 
higher than 8 cents a line. Counclil- 
men Ewing and Fitzsimmons are also 
opposed to letting the contract to the 
Anzeiger on its bid of 7 cents. 


Charter Revision Is Favored. 
It is believed that the German plun- 


derbund will increase rather than lower 
their "bids when the City Register calls 
for new proposals. The letting of a tem- 
porary contract will be necessitated by 
the Council’s rejection of the Anzeiger’s 
bid Tuesday afternoon. 

Sentiment among officials at the City 
Hall favors a revision of the charter 
80 as to save the taxpayers from the 
German combine. They hold that pub- 
lit printing in any language has so far 
outlived its usefulness and is suscepti- 
ble of sO many abuses that the whole 
system ought to be changed. Under 
present conditions two-thirds of the 


printing done in newspapers is simply a 
waste of public funds. An ordinance 


of 40 lines, when finally made part of 
the Municipal Code, represents a cost 


of between $5 and $10 for printing alone. 
Expense Shown to Be Absurd, 


The publication of an ordinance au- 
thorising an outlay of $20 for repairing 
a sidewalk will entailan expense of §60— 
treble the amount involved in the im- 
provement. 

With 
newspapers to put the cost of printing 
many thousands of dollars above the 
expense of the same work in English, 
the situation becomes even more in- 
tolerable for the taxpayers. 

If John Schroers does the expected 
and raises thegbids of the Angeiger and 
Westliche-Post, the public will have a 
further corroboratién of the charge that 
there is a plunderbund. His company— 
the German-American Press Association 
—Can increase its bid to 10 cents with- 
out making it possible for the Amerika 
to get the contract. 

Oollusion Can Be Proved. 

As the Amerika's business manager, 
John Peitzmeler, has informed the 
Council that his paper would consider 
success in the ‘‘competition” as a ga- 
lamity, there probably will be an in- 
crease of bids among all the German 
dailies. 

This would prove collusion between 
the German-American Press Association, 
publisher of the Westliche Post and 
Anzeiger, and the German Literary So- 
clety, publisner of the Amerika,

CHILDREN FIND 
ROBBERS LOOT 
IN BIRD S NEST 


Jewelry Stolen Ten Years Ago 


in Robbery of Club Men 
Recovered. 
. 








BRECENRIDGE, Colo., July 21. — 
Jewelry stolen 10 years ago when ban- 
dits raided the Denver Hotel clubrooms, 
has been found by children in a bird's 
nest. 

The robbers’ cache was discovered 
near the summit of Jaque Mountain, in 
the vicinity of Kokomo, by the children 
of John Carson. They were at play 
when they discovered a bird's nest in a 
hollow in an old rotten tree, and in re- 
moving this found two gold watches. 

Aside from the two timepieces and a 
diamond stud, which were found, the 
bandits got a $600 solid gold repeating 
watch and several hundred dollars in 
cash.

The robbery of the hotel clubrooms 
was the most daring in the history of 
Summit County. Four masked men en-

and safe. 

They left, warning the occupants of 
the place not to attempt to follow them, 
and walked slowly down the railroad 
tracks toward Kokomo. The men were 
heavily armed and were known to be 
For this reason no attempt 
Was made to overtake them, although 
officers followed at a distance and saw 
them enter a cabin opposite the cem- 
etery and a mile below Kokomo. 

The next day officers entered the 
cabin and a battle followed, in which 
two of the bandits and two officers were 
killed. One of the men, Ryan, escaped 
with the loot, but afterward was caught 
on the Pacific Coast. He is now serving 
a 8-year term in the Colorado Peni- 
tentliary.

K. O. Gould, Dry Goods Mer- 
chant, Now Pays $13.20 
Against $6.6o. 





COMMITTEE TO MEET 


United Light, Heat and Power 
Body to Discuss Munici- 
pal Ownership. 





K. O. Gould, a dry goods merchant 
at Compton avenue and Olive street, is 
one of the St. Louis business men who 
would Hke to see the public utilities 
bill pass at the Tuesday session of the 
Council. 

Mr. Gould has good reasons for desir- 
ing the city to take advantage of its 
legal right to regulate public service 
corporations, for his electric light bill 
has ncrased 200 per cent in a year. 

The June bill calls for $13.20 of Mr. 
Gould's earnings, as against $6.60 for 
practically the same service for the 
same month of ast year. 

vwnen Mr. Gould received the bill he 
wrote the following letter to the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co.: 

“We have received your bill for light- 
ing our store at 3150 Olive street for the 
month of June, $13.20. Your corrected 
bill for May was $10.63. The use of 
lights in June is not less than 20 min- 
utes a day less than in May, yet the 
bill is $2.57 greater. Last year your bill 
for the same service was $6.60. The in- 
crease this year is exactly 100 per cent. 
You reported to me that last month the 
meter had gained, by being fast, 29 
kilowatt hours. 

Uses No More Light. 

*‘Perhaps it is still fast. In fact, if we 
consider the shortness of the nights, it 
must be very fast. Your treatment of 
myself and my neighbors is something 
beyond expression. I wonder if you will 
yet meet your desserts?’ 

Mr. Gouius bills have shown a great 
increase over last year, and he says 
that he is not using any more light. 

That electricity can be generated a 
great deal cheaper than ft was thought 
possible a few years ago, is shown by 
the experience of the Commonwealth 
Edison company of Chicago, said by 
iocal electrical experts to be the most 
ably managed electric light and power 
company in the worid. 

When the company started to build its 
great “‘isk street plant, with 100,000 kilo- 
watt capacity, six vears ago, the engi- 
neers allowed cight boilers for each 
3000 kilowatt turbine. Before the plant 
was completed it was discovered that 
these eight boilers, with the same coal, 
water and labor.. would operate a 14,- 
000-kilowatt turbine. 

Generating Cost Lowe-, 

Out of the same coal an¢ water and 
labor the company is now getting three 
times as much electrical energy as the 
original plans contemplated. Electric 
light plants equipped with modern ma- 
chinery can generate electricity very 
much cheaper than they could before the 
Chicago company made its experiments 
with a comparatively new style of tur- 
bine. 

As electricity can be generated very 
much cheaper than it could a few years 
ago, experts says there is no reason 
why the price should continue to be un- 


reasonable and prohibitive, as it is now 
to many small consumers. 
Practically all the big electric com- 


panies can generate electricity for from 
% to 2-3 of a cent a kilowatt hour. It 
is distributed and sold always by the 
generating company at prices that av- 
erage somewhere between 7 and 12 cents 
a kilowatt hour. 

The Chicago company has a. total 
connected load equivalent to 4,720,000 16- 
candle power lamps, or 236,000 kilowatts, 
which is equivalent 
power. It has a maximum generating 
capacity of 126,000 kilowatts, and will ul- 
timately increase it to 176,000 kilowatts. 
When the capacity is increased to this 
size the company will be able, at one 
time, to light 3,320,000 16-candle-power 
lamps. Union Electric, with its 45,000 
kilowatt capacity, could light 900,000 
lamps at one time. 

Business Men to Meet. 

The United Light, Heat and Power 
Committee, organized by the Affiliated 
Business Men's Association, will meet 
Tuesday night in parlor B of the Plant- 
ers Hotel. The committee will hold 
regular weekly meetings throughout the 
summer to perfect a plan of campaign 
for cheaper light and power in St. 
Louis, 

Several propositions are under consid- 
eration. One is for the erection of a 
municipal lighting plant to supply, not 
only the city’s needs for light and pow- 
er in the public buildings and the streets 
and alleys, but also the requirements of 
private consumers. 

Another plan is to purchase the con- 
duit system in 1911, and, by leasing 
space to competing companies, stimulate 
competition that will regulate prices 
and break up the present monopoly.

ignated as Governor ef Missouri in November. 
Under the primary law, and it {s one of the ob- 
vious disadvantages of the direct primary system, 
their choice will be limited in this case to four 
candidates. 

These gentlemen are David A. Ball of Pike 
County, Henry F. Stapel of Rockport and Wil- 
liam 8. Cowherd and William H. Wallace of Kaii- 
sas City. All have been heard in their own be- 
half and the Post-Dispatch Kas endeavored to 
give them a fair and adequate representation in 
its columns. : 

It appears that Judge Wallace and Mr. Stapel

SUPPLY. 


From the Technical World. 

The Santa Fe Railway Co. has bought 10,000 acres 
of land in San Diego County, California, and is plant- 
ing it as fast as possible to young eucalyptus trees 
six or eight inches tall. Several hundred acres of 
this vast tract have been set out already, and fully 
% per cent of the trees have taken hold in good shape 
and shown signs of growth. 

One of the most interestiNg things about the eu- 


calyptus is its varieties, of which there are at least 150 


good species, with probably a third as many sub- 
species which are not commonly listed in the cata- 
logues., 

They grow to be of great size; in Australia individ- 
vals of some varieties have been known to attain a 
height of 900 feet. In California, where trees were 
planted about some of the old haciendas 4 years ago, 
they are still growing and their ultimate size is en- 
tirely problematical. 

At 18 years of age a tree will cut into at least two 
railroad ties. A blue gum six or eight years old, if 
cut to the ground, will send up shoots that will be

A. C., and C. J. Bacon, Ir‘'sh- 
America A. C. worked their way to 
the finals in the 400-meter hurdles 

Sheppard's victory was the most sen- 
sational event of the meeting. Fair- 
bairn-Crawford made the pace at the 
giart and sprinted speedily for 300 yards, 
when Sheppard passed him. Followed 
by Lunghi, Italy, and Just, the Eng- 
lish champion, in the order named, Shep- | 
pard raced around the back stretch. 

The three men formed the first divis- 
fon, for the other runners soon fel 
considerably to the rear. Sheppard es- 
tablished a decisive lead at the last 
turn and never again was in danger. 
Just dropped back on the stretch, thor- 
oughly beaten, and Braun, Germany, 
Boder, Hungary, and Halstead, New 
York A. C., passed him on the last 
stretch. Neither Fairbairn-Crawford nor 
Bair, Ames University, finished. 

Goes On for Record. 

In the expectation of a record, a sec- 
ond finishing line had been established 
at the half mile post, 18 feet beyond 
the 800-meter mark. Sheppard finished 
the race full of vigor and kept on to 
the half. He then walked away briskly. 

There was shrill velling .and much 
waving of flags when the “resiit, was 
announced by megaphorie at the very 
moment that Sheppard was approaching 
the American crowd. A group of sup- 
porters rushed out from the stand into 
the field, lifted the American victor to 
their shoulders and bore him to his 
dressing room. 
The great mass of the spectators was 
deeply disappointed because England 
failed to get a place in this race, but 
when the announcer called through his 
megaphone, “Sheppard continued to the 
half mile and made the record, one 
minute and 654 seconds for this dis- 
tance,”’ everybody cheered generously. 

A big crowd came out this afternoon 
to witness thé work of the American 
sprinters and jumpers. 

The spectators got a surprise when 
Harry F. Porter, Irish-American A. C., 
Cleared six feet three inches in the 
third section of the running high jump. 
This beat the jump made by C. Leahy, 
United Kingdom, in the previous sec- 
tion .by one inch. 

T. Moffitt, University of Chicago, of 
whem much was expected, did not do 
80 well in the jump. He was second 
to Porter, with six feet one inch. But 
he will have anotner chance in the 


final. 
Five Men Qualify. 


The Americans also did well in the 
200-meter flat race, for they got five 
men in the semi-finals. 

They likewise distinguished them- 
seIves in the 400-meter flat race. J. B. 
Tavior, Irish-American A. C., the first 
negro to appear in the arena, got a 
particularly enthusicstic reception when 
he won his heat hands down. 

Again, in the semi-finals of the 100- 
meter flat race the American colors 
Were Well to the frort, two heats out of 
the four going to the United States. 
Kerr, Canada, got his heat after a tus- 
sie with D. R. Sherman, Dartmouth Unl- 
versity, but Walker, Africa, won his 
heat with yards to spare from W. W. 
May, University of Illinois; L. B. Ste- 
vens of Yale, and Roche of the United 
Kingdom.

At the City Hall, McCabe came under 
the protecting shelter of a squad of po- 
licemen, who kept the crowds at a re- 
spectful distance. Mayor Busse, how- 
ever, was not present, and the duty of 
receiving the message devolved upon

Reading the Meseage. 
Mr. Bean promptly turned it over to 


Assistant Corporation Counsel Childs, 
who read the somewhat soiled typewrit- 
ten sheet as follows:

PASSENGER EARNINGS, 


The railroads’ report of earnings to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission show that the 
passenger earnings for the raijroad year end- 
ed June 30 constituted a much larger percent- 
age of total gross than was the case for the 
year ended June 30, 1907. In fact a number 
of the more important systems that will show 
even a small decrease in total gross will show 
some increase in passenger earnings alone. 

Of the railroeds whose fiscal years are such 
as to affcrd a basis for comparison, the Union 
Pacific shows the largest percentage gain in 
the percentége of passenger earnings to total 
gross. During the year ended June 30, 1907, 
its passenger earnings constituted 19. 61 per 
cent of its total gross. During the 11 months 
en‘led May 31, 19908, they constituted 21.87 
per cent of gross. This relative increase is 
equal to 11.5 per cent, 

The Union Pacific’s actual passenger earnings 
for the 11 months in question were $14,975,854, 
as comptred with $14,912,508 for the year 
ended June 30, 1907.

Woman Threatened Is of One 
of New York’s Oldest 
Families.

NEW YORK, July 21.—John Alexander 
Van Rensselaer of old Knickerbocker 
stock, kinsman of the weurs, Kings, 
Hoyts, Leroys and others of New York's 
“best families,” is a prisoner at police 
headquarters, accused by his mother, 
Mrs. John King Van Rensselaer, of 
trying to extort $5000 from her by writ- 
ing letters ‘“‘threatening to do her bodily 
harm.” 

Here is a letter which Van Rensselaer 
aamitted exultantly that he did write 
to his mother on July 14, 1908, the de- 
tectives say: 

“I have just seen Lawrence Lee and 
I am given to understand that you will 
pay $380 per month for my board if I 
will go 300 miles from New York, and 
that I must have your written consent 
to leave the place that you may select. 

“Did it ever occur to you that I have 
an absolutely remainder interest in Aunt 
Frances’ estate securities, and that by 
blowing your head off my wife would 
have an income sufficient to support 
her? I will take that course if neces- 
sary and upon my head will rest the 
consequences. (Thaw is still alive, may- 
be I will be). In any case, my wife, God 
bless her, will benefit by your demise, 
even if I ‘don’t. 

“T have seen many disagreements and 
much suffering in my life, and I must 
say that most of it is due to you. A 
selfish peacock whose name in these 
times amounts to nothing, and who is 
almost, if not entirely, forgotten in cir- 
cles once treaded. 

“IT am now in no humor to be triflied

$6000 and a trip to Europe. What have 
I had for being honest?”
